The names on this list were 
subdivided into the six categories described above. The Bvxcau further instructed 
each office appropriately to tab the Security Index card on each person listed 
therein in order that the cards can be readily separated from the bulk of the 
cards In tho Security Index.

As you are aware« there is a Soecial Section of the SennHty 
Index. The purpose for this section is to provide that individuals 
contained therein be given special consideration as to the desirability 
of apprehending them in the event of hostilities. This section, at the 
present time, contains the names of 203 individuals, and is broken doum 
into six categories, as follows: 



It will be noted that the number of 203 individuals in the Special 
Section of the Security Index appears to be high. This seems particularity' 
true v/hen it is noted th%t the names of 89 espionage subjects are incluGs>i 
in the Special Section at this time, and that the Bureau ivill be taking 
the responsibility for allovdiig these persons to be at large after the 
start of hostilities v/hile separate consideration is ^iven to the ; 
desirability of apprehending them.

According to reliable information available to this office, 
the total membership of the Communist Party in Connecticat at th-e present 
time is approximately bOO. This means that as far as the New Eaven Office 
is concerned 550 additional persons will eventually be placed on the Security 
Index* At the present time this office has 35 Agents assigned to it, exclusive 
of the SAC and the ASAC* Two additional Agents have been assigned to this 
office but have not yet arrived^ As of July 31j 1950, this office had a 
total of 290 security cases* Since July 31st, approximately eighty additional 
cases have been opened and it is anticipated that this figure will continue

Further, it is pointed out that a considerable period of 
time elapses between the forwarding of the FD-122 to the Bureau and the • 
receipt of the a-nended Security Index cards in the field. Under the 
present s^rgtea in order to have the most recent change in the status of 
the subject reflected in the field's Security Index cards, it is necessaiy 
that a tciTOorary notation be cade on the card pending receipt of the new 
card from the Bureau. This is all that is required and, as a matter of 
fact it is believed that the preparation of cards donating changes m the 
status of a Security Index subject at the Bureau is unnecessary. It nakes 
for additional work on the part of the supervisor and on the part of the 
clerk and ccn readily be eliminated without causing any hardship or loss 
of efficiency in the field.

the area covered by the P..A. Tvese phonographs woula oe laentifiea or_y 
on the reverse side rdth the subject's nane and description. Tjcre wc-ala 
be no indication on th.e photograph or in. the 3x5 box that the photographs 
contained there are photographs of £I subjects. 

The purpose of maintaining such a box would be two-fold. 

1. It would give each P..A. an opportunity daily to revier the photographs 
of SI subjects within their territory and better enable the resiaent ifei^ncs 
to recognise such subjects if they see than on the street, at public meet- 
ings, and the like. 

2. In the event of a sudden emergency, resident agents would have isiie- 
diately available photographs of SI subjects in their territory- 

These Photographs would be maintained with the same security as Bureau 
Manuals are afforded in the resident agencies.

(1) Files on Seci^ty^Index ^subjects are the most active 

administrative ticklers Tihich cause them to be brought to the ap- 
propriate desk at periodic iirtervals. The fact that the file is re- 
ceived on the desk witih the administrative tickler is an jmmediata 
flag that the subject of that file is on the Security Index Ust. 

(2) Cards or other material which are attached to the out- 
side of the file cover are easily torn off Tiien a file is active and 
freqwrrtly handled. This is evidenced by the number of dasiaged dic- 
tation slips that are noticed from past experience. 

(3) The present Bureau procedixre T.1ierein the Bureau by let- 
ter grants authority to cancel an SI card is adequate without placing 
an additional 3x5 card stanped merely "Security Index" in the lA. 
jacket Trtiich, after it is filed in the 1A. jacket, can serve no useful 
purpose. -j;. 

The clerical time consumed in stamping 3x5 cards "Security Index," 
placing them on the file under the Acco fastener, maintaining them 
in good condition and as the file gro^Ts into extra volisnes placing 
them on the new volunies, removing and placirg tlie cards in the lA ex- 
hibit envelope after they no longer ser\'e their purpose on tho front 
of the jacket, and then serialising then and endorsing the lA jacket 
outweighs, in my opinion, the doubtful value of any such card..

In discussing this matter with clerical employees haixiling the* 
Security Index Cards, I find that there is no real hardship found in the 
administration of the Security TtvIpt HpTr^A "hy o4+Vi**t» pre^-^rit ^y^tes 
or the suggested system of stapling one of the ananerded IBM cards to the 
geographical card. The problem is not acute at Newark at this time. 

It is my opinion that the suggested process of stapling the 
amended IBM cards to the geographical security index cards would be 
the most efficient from an economic as well as a clerical viewpoint. 

However, it is also my opinion that the process of stapling 
the cards or of retyping the descriptions should be left to the 
discretion of the individiial office. 

In Newark's particular case, the stapling would increase the 
number of Security Index Cards to the extent that it would require an 
additional file box to inaintain them. Whereas to date the retyping of 
descriptions and restapling of photographs has not caused any undue 
delay in keeping them current.
